1>cen killed, many more Injured and 
several- buildings were wrecked today,

Eighteen bodies had been recovered 


fro mthe wreckage, within two hours 
. :iftor thi> explosion and more were be- 
ing removed, whilo nearby stores and 
buildings were filled with injured. The 
round house and copper shops prac- 
tically wcro demolished and many men 
working in them wore hure^by falling 
wnlls. 
Tho army hospital corps here was 


rushed to the yards, and police ambu- 
lances (irid Y. M. C. A. workers were 
orit.iniy.od into rescue bands to dig out 
tho cload and try to savo the lives of 
the wounded.

tims that there seemed no hope of 
piecing the fragments of tholr bodies 
together sufficiently to identify them.

Checks and Balances of the Constitu- 


tion—Duties of the Executive- 


Enforcement of the Laws

by the Judiciary. 


Following is tho speech delivered 


t>y President Taft at Toledo, Ohio, 
Friday evening: 


In the last year or two 
we havo 


heard 
much 
o£ radical methods of 


changing the juc'ioiary system. 
It 


wo would properly consider these pro- 
posals and ttand on solid and safe 
ground we must re-examine the fund- 
amental principles of stable popular 
government. The history of the world 
seems to show that our i'onn of ROI'- 
crnment Is more enduring and satis- 
factory limn any other. \\'o began as 
a small 
union 
of thirteen states, 


strung along the Atlantic 
coast, of 


3,000,000 people and under the same 
constitution wo have enlarged to be a 
world power of forty-eight sovereign 
states bound into one of more than. 
50,000,000 of people and with a human 
guardianship of 10,000,000 more, nine 
In the Pacific and one in the Atlantic. 


Wo havo fought, beginning with tho 


revolution, four foreign 
wars, 
and 


we have survived a civil war of tho 
greatest proportions recorded in his- 
tory 
and 
have united the battling 


sections by an indissoluble tie. Froip. 
our body politic we liavs excised the 
cancer of slavcrly, tb« only thing pro- 
tected by the constitution which was 
inconsistent with that 
liberty, 
tho 


preservation of which was the main 
purpose of establishing tho union. 
We havo Increased our business and 
productive activities In 
every 
direc- 


tion, we have expanded the develop- 
ment of our natural resources to be 
continent wic> and all tho time we 
have maintained sacred those inalien- 
able rights of man. the right of liber- 
ty, the right of private, property and 
the right to the pursuit of happiness. 


Greatest Good to Greatest Number. 
For these reason?, we 
believe 
!n 


popular government. 
Government is 


a human instrumcnity—to secure tho 
greatest good to the greatest number 
uud tho greatest Impincss to the in- 
dividual. 
Experience, and especially 


the growth of popular government in 
our ovn history, has slu>wn that in 
ths long run every class of people, and 
by that I mo:m 
thcae similarly situ- 


ated, arc better able to secure atten- 
tion to their welfare than any other 
rlass. however, altruistic 
the 
latter 


class may bt\ Of course, this assumes 
that the members of the class havo 
reasonable intell'irencc and capacity 
for knowing their own rights and in- 
terest. 
Hence, it follows that the best 


government, !n the sense of the gov- 
ernment most certain to provide for 
and protect the right and governmen- 
tal needs of every class, is that one 
In which every class has a voice. 


In roooirnirlon of this the tendency 


from <-a;-liost ti-ics in our history has 
been tho enlargement of the electorate 
to include in the ultimate source of 
governmental power as many as pos- 
sible 
of 
those governed. But oven 


today, the elcctnr.ite Is not more In 
number than one fourth of the total 
number of those who are citizens of 
the nation aiul are the people from 
whom the sover.imenr is maintained 
nnd whose rlnhi.-. anil hn,>;>iness tho 
government is intended 
to 
secure. 


More than this, government by unani-

Woman's Suffrage Coming.

of the whole people. In other words,

I cannot state 
the 
necessity 
for 


maintaining the checks and balances 
la a constitution to secure the guar- 
anty of individual rights and well or- 
dered liberty belter than by quoting 
Ircm Daniel Webster. lie said: 


"The first object of a free people is 


the preservation, if only to be pre- 
served by maintaining -constitutional 
restraints ajidi just divisions of polit- 
'1ml power. 
Nothing is more dacep- 


tlve or more dangerous that the pre- 
tense "f a desire to simplify govern- 
ment. Tile simplest governments aro 
despotism, tho next simplest limited 
monarchies, but all republics, all gov- 
ernments of law, must impose numer- 
ous limitations and Qualifications o(" 
authority and give many positive and 
many qualified rights. IT. other words, 
they must bo fiubject to rule and reg- 
ulation. 
This is the very essence of 


Ires po'litieal institutions'. The spirit 
of liberty is indeed a bold and fear- 
less spirit, but It is also a sharp-sight- 
ed spirit. Tt Is a cautious1, sagacious, 
discriminating, far-seeing intelligence. 
It is jealous of encroachment, jealous 
of power, jealous of man. It. demands 
checks. It seeks for gourds. It In- 
sists on securities. 
H cn'tercth itself 


behind strong defenses ar.d fortifies 
•Itself with all possible cn-e against 
the nssauHc ar.a ambition of passion.

ernments establish restraints as well 
on the power of government itself as 
on that of individuals. If wo will abol- 
ish the distinction of branches and 
have but one branch, if we will abol- 
ish jury trials and leave it all to tho 
judge, if we will then ordain that the' 
legislator himself be that judge, and 
If wo will place the executive power 
In the same hands, we- may readily sim- 
plify 
government. We 
may 
easily 


bring it to tho simplest of all possible 
forms-—a pure despotism-, but a sepa- 
ration of departments so far as prac- 
tical and' the 
preservation of clear 


lines of division between them is tho 
fundamental idea In the creation of 
all our constitutions, and 
doubtless 


the continuance of regulated 
liberty 


depends on maintaining those boun- 
daries." 


Three Branches of Government. 
Those checks and balances, as has 


been pointed out. include the division 
of tho government into three independ- 
ent branches, tho legislative, execu- 
tive, and the judiciary andi the provi- 
sions by which usurpation by one o! 
the functions of another is forbidden. 
The executive, whi^'ho Is bound to 
net In behalf of all the people and to 
regard their rights, is properly Influ- 
enced by that 
dilRcretionary 
policy 


which he was elected by constituents 
to Tarry out. 
iln tlKit sense, he rep- 


resents the rnn.iority of the electorate 
So to. thi> le~iBlaUvp members elocte-,1 
to uphold certain governmental view 
of the marority, will properly favor 
tho embodiment of such viows in vnJid 
legislation. But tho judiciary aro not 
representatives 
In 
any such sense, 


whether 
appointed 
or electetK 
The 


ir.oment. they psFiime their duties they 
must enforce the law as they find' it. 
They must net only Interpret and en- 
force valid enactments of the legis- 
lature accord in;; to its intention, but 
whf* the legislature in its enactments 
has transgressed tho limitations set 
upon 
its 
power in tho constitution, 


the judicial branch of tho government 
must cnforcD 
the 
fundamental and. 


tighor law by annulling and declaring 
Invalid tho offending legislative en- 
ar.tracnts. Then tho judges aro to de- 
cide between Individuals on principles 
of right and juBtl-co. The great body 
of 
law 
Is unwritten, determined by 


precedent 
and 
founded 
on eternal 


principles of right and morality. Thb 
the courts havo to <!,sclare and enforce. 


As between tho Individual and the 


Btato, as between the majority and the 
minority, aa between the powerful and 
the weak, financially, socially, politic- 
ally, court must hold an even _ hand 
and give judgement without fear or 
favor. In sr- doing, they are perform- 
ing a government function, but it is 
complete 
misunderstanding 
of 
our 


form of government, or any kind of 
government that exaltn 
justice 
and 


righteousness, to assume that judges 
are bound to follow the will 
of 
tho 


majority of an electorate, in respect 
of tho issue for their decision. 
In 


many 
cases 
before tho judges, that 


temporary majority IB a real party to 
the controversy to be decided. .It may 
be seeking, to deprive an individual 
or a minority of a right secured by 
tho fundamental law. 
In such a case, 


ii the judges were mere representa- 


tive, or agents of the majority to car- 
ry out its will, they would lose their 
Judicial character entirely, and the so- 
jcalled administration of justice would 
be a farce. 


Reform of Judicial Procedure. 


Having made clear what the func- 


tions of our courts is under our form, 
of government in 
maintaining 
the 


constitutional guaranties of rights.and 
In preserving against the usurpation 
of the majority the rights of the non- 
voting part of the ^eople and of the 
voting minority an:*of the individual, 
we cotne now to examine the charges 
made against the existing system. 


I concede that the system is not 


perfect or as good as it can and ought 
to bo made. I have been preaching 
for reform, especially in the enforce- 
ment of the criminal law, for years. 
Then too. I have pointed out in ad- 
dresses and presidential messages, the 
great need for cheapening the cost of 
'civil litigation and expediting it so as 
to put as little burden on the poor liti- 
gant as possible. The defeats in our 
judiciary have not been in the corrup- 
tion of judges but mainly in the pro- 
cedure and in the helplessness of the 
judges in jury cases to assist in reach- 
Ing right conclusions. 
The popular 


impluse has been to take away the 
power from the judge and to give it 
all to the jury, and this has not been 
for the public good in the enforce- 
ment of the criminal law. 
Such de- 


fects 
as 
I 
have described are com- 


pletely within the cor.trol of the legis- 
latures of the state and congress, and 
I am glad to say that the movement 
for reform has been accelerated by ac- 
tion of the state and national bar as- 
sociations, ,inc!i we may look for de- 
cided progress in the near future. 


But these humdrum defects 
and 


their tedious remedies are not of tho 
spectacular character to call for politi- 
cal discussions or to attract effort from 
politician? in the passage of remedial 
legislation. 
The 
formidable 
attack 


upon our judiciary now is that tho 
judges do not respond sufficiently to 
popular opinion. Tt is said that courts 
are interposing their obstructive pow| 
er to the enforcement of legislation 
looking to the relief of the oppressed 
by 
declaring • laws unconstitutional 


and by so-called 
judicial 
legislation 


Interpreting into statutes words 
not 


Intendf-d by the legislature. I do not 
intend 
to 
n:sc.uss these charges al-\ 


j though if reduced to specific cases It 
' would be easy to show many of them 
| to be unfounded. 
i 
The Judicial Recall. 


For the purpose of this discussion I 


may ad'fnit that courts have erred in 
this regard, have unduly broadened 
or have given such statutes a wrong 
construction. 
How is it proposed to 


remedy these wrongs? In one of the 
two ways- either by the judicial recall 
of by the recall of judicial dicisions. 
Let us examine these remedies separ- 
ately. 


In tho remedy by judicial recall it 


Is proposed to provide by 
law that 


whenever a judge has so discharged 
his duties as to induce .a certain per- 
centage of the electorate to deem It 
wise to remove him and that percent- 
age sign a petition asking his recall 
an election shall take place in which 
the Incumbent shall 
stand 
against 


other candidates, and if he does not 
Becuro a plurality of votes he is ipso- 
facto removed. 
I have pointed out 


that under our form of government 
and constitution many of the issues 
arising before our courts are In effect 
issues between the state and the in- 
dividual, 
between 
the majority and 


the minority, cases In which the popu- 
lar interests might be greatly excited 
to secure a favorable judgment. 
By 


this system the question whether the 
judge is to be removed or not. Is to be 
left to that majority that 
may be 


greatly aroused to secure from him a 
judgment favorable to them. 
Could 


a system be devised better adapted to 
deprive 
the 
judiciary of that inde- 


pendence 
without 
which the liberty 


and other right? of the Individual can- 
not be maintained against the govern- 
ment and the majority? 


Hut. It is said we may have corrupt 


Judges. How are we going to get rid 
of 
them? 
They 
can be impeached 


under our present system. 
But that 


Is too cumbersome. Well, amend the 
proceedure of Impeachment. Create a 
tribunal for removal of 
judges 
for 


cause. 
Give them an opportunity to 


be heard and by an impartial tribunal 
but do not. create, a system by which, 
In the heat of dlsapnolntroent over a 
lost causs the defeated litigants are to 
decide 
without further 
hearing or 


knowledge whether the Judge who de- 
cides against them Is to continue In 
office. 
It. would be hard to devise a 


more unjust anr1 insffoctivo method of 
purifying the judiciary 
or 
one leas 


likely 
to promote courage of honest 


conviction. 


Recall of Decisions. 


Let us examine the 
othor method 


proposed for the reform of the Judici- 
ary. That is a recall of decisions. By 
this 
method 
when a supreme court 


has found a law' intended to secure 
public, benefit to be Invalid because it 
infringes some constitutional 
limita- 


tion, the decision is to be submitted 
to a vote of the qualified electors and 
if a majority of them differ with the 
court and reverse the decision the law 
Is to bo regarded and enforced as va> 
lid and constitutional. 


This is a remarkable suggestion anfl 


one which Is so contrary to' anything 
in 
government heretofore 
proposed 


that it is hard to give it the serious j 
consideration which it 
deserves 
be- j 


cause of its advocates and of the con- 
ditions under which It Is advanced. 


What the court derldus In that the 


enacted law violates the fundamental 
law and is beyond the power <-,t t h i > 
legislature to enact. But 
when this 


Issue is presented to 
the 
electorate 


what will be t.ha question uppermost 
In 
thei minds of most of them and 


lorced npon them by the advocates of 


law? Will it not necessary ^° whether 
er the law is on Its merits a. 
good 


law rather than whether It conflicts 
with the constitution. 
The Interpre- 


tation of the constitution and the op- 
eration of a law to violate some lim- 
itation of that instrument are 
nice' 


questons to be settled by judicial rea- 
soning 
and 
far-sighted 
experience 


which are not to be expected of tha 
electorate or welcomed by It. If tha 
issue is transferred to them the sim- 
ple qu3stion will be of the approval 
or disapproval of the law. What this 
recall of decisions will then amount 
to if applied to constitutional 
ques- 


tions is that there will be a suspen- 
sion of the constitution to enalil? a 
temporary majority of the electorate 
to enforce a .popular but invalid act. 


Suppose the act to be 
invalid be- 


cause it infringes the rights of liberty 
of a certain popular 'rlass and by in- 
direct 
means 
suspends the writ of 


habeas corpus in their cases. 
1 ash 


any candid, fair minded man if the 
decision- of such a question when sub- 
mitted to a popular majority 
is not 


likely to turn rather upon tha popular 
disfavor of those affected thon upon 
the possible infraction of the consti- 
tutional liberty of a citizen. Let an- 
other law involving other classes who 
could make themselves heard be sub- 
mitted and would not the court's de- 
cision likely be sustained by the min- 
ority? 


Special Privileges. 


Take 
another 
case, instances of 


which have frequently arisen in our 
history. 
Suppose in the early devel 


opment of a state the question arises 
whether a series of special privileges 
shall be granted to a rich, company 
willing to invest if only the privileges 
are exclusive and' certain. Suppose 
the court finds the law unconstitution- 
al and the decision is submitted to the 
people. In an early state of develop- 
ment the popular yearning is I'or capi- 
tal and 
expansion, and the popular 


vote might well fasten such a burden 
on tho state and people'forever. Of 
course, in this day 
and 
generation, 


sucb danger will be said to he remote, 
but in a business and political atmos- 
phere like that 
in Alaska of today 


the popular view is different. Later 
on, of course, the people might and 
probobly would change in respect to 
another but similar law. 


A most serious objection to the re- 


call of decisions is that it destroys all 
probability of consistency in consti- 
tutional interpretation. The majority 
•which 
sustains 
one law is not the 


same majority that comes to consider 
another, and the obligation of consis- 
tency of popular decision is one which 
would sit most lightly on each recur- 
ring electorate, and' the operation of 
the system would, result in suspension 
or application of constitutional guar- 
anties according to 
popular whim. 


We would then have a system of sus- 
pending tho constitution to meet spe- 
cial cases, Tho greatest of all des- 
potisms- is government of special in- 
stances. 


But the main argument used to sus- 


tain such a popular review of judicial 
decisions 
is that the 
people 
aro 


competent to Interpret it and that this 
rc-rall oil decisions is nothing but the 
exercise of the power of interpreta- 
tion. This is clearly a fallacious ar- 
gument. The approval of general prin- 
ciples in a constitution on tho 
one 


hand and' the interpretation, of a stat- 
ute and consideration of its probable 
operation in a particular case and its 
possible Infringement 
of a general 


principle on the other hand are very 
different things. The ono Is simple, 
the 
latter 
complex, and the latter, 


when submitted to a popular vote, as 
already pointed out, is 
much more 


likely to be l.-'vned Into an issue of 
general approval or disapproval of the 
action, its f.'erits for tho special pur- 
pose of its enactment than upon its 
violation of the constitution. More- 
over, a popular 
majority 
does not 


adopt a constitution or any principle 
of it or amend UK terms until after It 
has ebcn adopted by a constitutional 
convention or a legislature, and tho 
final adoption is and ought to be sur- 
rounded with such checks and d'elays 
us to secure deliberation. In other 
words, tho course of prosodure in tha 
adoption of a constitution or amend- 
ment Is very different "Trom what the 
proposed vote of a majority on con- 
stitutional interpretation would be. 


Protection of Constitution. 


Constitutions ought to be protected 


by such requirements as 
to 
their 


amendment as to insure great deliber- 
ation by the people in making them, 
much greater than one vote of a mere 
temporarty majority. 
This 
method 


of amending tho 
constitution would 


give It no 
more 
permanence 
than 


that of an ordinary legislative act and 
would give to the inalienable rights of 
liberty, private property and the pur- 
suit 
of happiness no more sanction 


than that of an annual appropriation 
bill. 
Can it be that 'the power of a 


temporary majority of the electorate 
by a single popular vota to do away 
with rights secured 
to 
Individuals, 


which 
have 
been Inviolable for 700 


years since the days of Magna Charta, 
approves Itself to those who love lib- j 
erty and who -hold dear 
It's 
sacred j 


guaranties? Would we not in giving 
such powerful effect to the momentary 
Impulso of a majority of an electorate 
prepare the way 
for 
the 
possible 


exercise oJ the grossest tyranny? 


Fin-ally, I ask what Is tho necessity 


for such a crude, revolutionary, fitful 
and unstable way of reversing Judicial 
construction of the constitution? Why, 
If the construction IB wrong, can It 
not be righted by i constitutional 
amendment? The securing of that. It 
Is true, ip _u:;ually hedgod about by 
checks and bal'ances devised to secure 
delay, deliberation, discussion before 
a change of :.he 
fundamental 
law. 


But such amendments can be mado, 
and If ao the effect ol tat decision cam j 


be "-.sverscd in respect to a sew law 
by an amendment with express terms 
of 
authority 
to ei\act such a law. 


An answer made tc this Is that the 
same judges will construe the amend- 
ment and defeat the popular will, as 
in the first instance. 
. This assumes 


dishonesty sad a gross violation ol! 
their oaths of duty 'on the part of 
judges, a hypothesis utterly untenable. 
If the meaning of the.amendment Is 
made plain, as it readily can be of 
course, the court will follow it. 


T 
have 
examined 
this 
proposed 


method of reversing judicial decisions 
on constitutional questions with care. 
I do not hesitate to say that It lays 
the ax at the foot of the tree of well 
ordered 
freedom 
and 
subjects 
the 


guaranties of life, liberty and proper- 
ty without remedy to the fitful im- 
pulse of a temporary majority of an 
electorate. 


Opinion of Justice Miller. 


Mr. Justice Miller of Iowa, was one 


of the greatest jurists that ever adorn- 
ed the supreme bench of the United 
States. Speaking for that great court 
in the case of Loan 
Association 
vs. 


Topeka (20'Wall 655) 'In a case pre- 
senting the question of 
the 
consti- 


tutionality of a law Imposing a gen- 
eral tax on all citizens to pay for a 
factory to be run and owned by a 
private 
company, after referring to 


the act as "An Invasion of private 
Right" he said: 


"It must be conceded that there ars 


such rights in every 
free 
govern- 


ment beyond the control of the state. 
A government which 
recognized 
no 


such rights which held the lives, tho 
liberty 
and 
the property of its citi- 


zens subject at. all times to the ab- 
solute disposition and unlimited con- 
trol of even
